In the first place our troops have 
done well in Korea. The Satur- 
day Evening Post of May 5 had 
a lead article testifying to that 
fact. We are a small country 
compared with the United States. 
We have had many thousands 
of troops in Indo-China for more 
than four years fighting Com- 
munism there. 

“We do not want to see the 
war expanded in Asia. That is 
perhaps selfish in one respect, 
but in others we do not think so. 
In the first place war cannot be 
expanded to China without the 
United States. It is folly to think 
the Chiang Kai-shek troops can 
do more than make a diversion- 
ary display. If there are guer- 
rillas in China and if there are 
millions of plain people eager to 
escape Communism, they will be 
lost if there is merely a diver- 
sionary action which fails. If 

. they can be helped and encour- 
aged without direct action which 
cannot succeed, then resistance 
will grow. 

“If Japan, with all her powers 
spent six unfruitful years trying 
to conquer China prior to the 
attack at Pear) Harbor, what can 
we expect from Chiang’s few 
thousand effective troops?

“Europe will fight if it is nec- 
essary. But Europe does not want 
to fight and will not unless it is

Nazi-Tinged Parties 
‘Make European Gains 


German Group With Storm 
Troops Wins Assembly Seats

A state election in West Germany and a national elec- 

tion in Austria Sunday revealed a revival of Nazi-tinged po- 
litical organization in both countries. 


The Socialist Reich party of 
Lowe rSaxony in the _ British- 
occupied zone of Germany has all 
the trappings of Hitler’s national 
socialism, including a uniformed 
strong-arm branch similar to the 
storm troopers. 

The party has been condemned 
by the Bonn Federal Government 
as neo-Nazi and the new German 
constitutional court has pending a 
government petition for its ban- 
ning. 

The uniformed branch already 
has been declared illegal. 

Nevertheless, the Lower Saxony 
election brought the Socialist 
Reich Party into the ranks of the 
leading German parties with a 
startling show of strength.

SOMEWHERE IN KOREA, May 6—(#) — 
How does it feel to dive in a jet fighter plane 
from 30,000 feet to 75 feet and loop-the-loop 
nine times? 

Scientifically speaking, it feels terrible. 

I’m a roller-coaster man, myself, hardened by 
experience with coasters at Galveston, Cleveland 
and Coney Island. Sometimes’ I evén rode in 
the front seat. 

But this training did not prepare me for the 
nightmare of being flung all over the sky while 
trapped in the back heat of a jet. 

When I climbed into the plane with Lt. Col. 
Walter K. Selenger of Mountain View, Calif., 
no one had told me he is one of the world’s 
great jet stunt artists. 

A tall, serious man, he watched me slip on 
a parachute, crash helmet and oxygen mask and 
said: 

“How does your stomach behave on a jet 
ride? 

“Qh, fine,” I replied. 

“After we get through looking over the. res- 
ervoir and dam you want to see, I suppose you 
wouldn't mind a little shooting if we find some- 
thing to shoot at?” 

“Anything Vou want to-do i¢ fine with me,” 


| I said. That was an error. 


When Selenger dived the jet from 30,000 feet 
to 75 feet and skimmed the water on an enemy- 
held reservoir at 500 miles per hour, I had the 
first uneasy feeling that I was not riding with an 
ordinary pilot. 


But the ride had only started. Minutes later, 


as we streaked down a valley, the Colonel spied 
some Chinese troops marching down a road. 
“We'll get 'em,” he said. 


He strafed them with his machinegun and 
then suddenly we were climbing straight up. 

In a split second we were upside down and 
then we were pointed straight at the ground, 
diving at terrific speed. 

I did not. recognize’ the maneuvers as. a loop 
the loop, performed to get the plane in position 
for another strafing effort as quickly as possible. 

I figured the pilot was dead, hit by enemy 
fire, and reasoned I would be dead too, shortly. 


At the last possible moment, however, the 
Colonel hauled back’ on the stick and the diving 
plane leveled off, right over the road and its 
guns were blasting again. 

The leveling off forced me right down into 
the seat and compressed me to one-half my 
normal size. Barely conscious, I heard the 
Colonel chuckle into the interphone: “We -were 
really getting them. They’re trying to hide.” 

I could not even groan. I had lost interest in 
the Chinese. At least they had a place to hide 
and I had none and we were looping again. 

The pull-out of the second dive compressed 
me to one-third of normal size. My stomach 
will not permit me to speak of the seven loops 
that followed. They were the ultimate torment 
and when they were done I was a shapeless blob 
in the back seat.

Christian Must Grow 
To Deserve the Name 


’ “Would it be Christian to stop growing old if you could?” 
This question was asked recently in a public gathering in Atlanta. 
This sermon, which answers it, is one of a series which will appear 
‘dn the Monday Morning Pulpit, each of which will reply to a stm- 
ilar actual question. These questions are usually taken from the 
Council’s radio program “The Pastor's Study,” heard Tuesday, 
Thursday, and Saturday nights at 11:30 over WSB.

The question I posed last Sunday concerned the Christian de- 
cision about receiving the injection of a hypothetical drug, tested 


and approved, which would arrest life right where it is and prevent in 
a person from growing old physically, or changing for good or bad ® 


mentally and spiritually. If such a drug ,were discovered, should a 
Christian make use of it, or advise others to do so? The answer 
involves one’s whole attitude toward life. 


A zood deal of what passes for religion is a running away 
from the facts of life. If we gave as much time and thought to 
the matter of getting through the facts and experiences of life 

to their real meaning as we do to the matter of 
trying to avoid or ignore them, we would be- 
come much better Christians. 
I have chosen the words of Paul as the text for 
this sermon: “I press toward the mark for the 
“SS prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus.” 
*=- Toward the close of his life, Paul wrote he had 
not apprehended or caught hold of all the things 
of Christ. He had not “arrived,” but was con- 
tinually striving to do so, and would continue his 
pressing forward until the end of his earthly life. 
“There are times when a man’s best wis- 
dont, all that he has learned from life, seems 
to be gathered up in the two words: ‘Go on.’” 
Paul therefore urged Christians everywhere to 
Stuart R. Oglesby a, 
and Saviour. He knew very well one could not grow spiritually if 
he stood still physically, mentally, or spiritually. 


I remember a staunch church member, who had ail his questions 
answered and all his problems settled, saying to me that he stood 
right where he did 25 years ago. I could have said to him, though 
I did not, “Well, if you are you must be lonesome.” Life had moved 


on. His friends had moved on. God had moved on. And the man in) 


his self-satisfied complacency thought that it was a mark of faith 
to remain static and unchanged. 

I wonder if there is a Christian here today whe would be 
willing to have his spiritual growth stopped right where it is, 
his knowledge of Christ with a period written after it, his free- 
dom from sin and selfishness at its present level. 

Let’s not, then, be afraid of life with whatever experiences it 


may bring us. Above all, let us not be afraid of God and run away 
from our experiences.

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Little War—Big Implications 


While the renewed fighting along the 
Syrian-Israeli frontier in the region of 
Lake Huleh (where Moses once won a 
great victory) is small compared with that 
in Korea, men are dying in it, and the po- 
tential of the tiny war is great. 

It is without doubt inspired by the same 
forces which have brought off the nation- 
alization of oil in Iran, with subsequent 
‘weakening of the Iranian Government. 
Oil there, while it belongs to Iran, is none- 
theless fuel which a large part of the west- 
ern world is using. The Iranian Govern- 
ment knows it cannot operate the business, 
but it is terrorized by a curious, but not 
unique, coalition of Communists and feudal 
landlords who own 98 per cent of Iran. 
The trouble is, of course, the Communists 
know what they are doing and the land- 
lords don’t. 

The always sensitive nationalisms of 
the Arab nations are being agitated wher- 
ever possible. 

Since Syria occupied two Israeli vil- 
lages it seems undisputed that the Syrians 


pushed onto Israel territory and were re- 
ulsed. Syria is one of the nations which 
haa been going through a serious internal 
crisis since 1948 when that nation, along 
with others, was defeated by the Israeli 
forces. That Communist forces are assist- 
ing in this new venture with a view to 
bringing about complete turmoil in the 
Middle East is hardly to be doubted. 

This war, too, is full of meaning and 
worry. 

Meanwhile, the struggling young nation 
of Israel is attempting to ease an acute fi- 
nancial problem by a $500,000,000 bond 
issue, for which the United States neces- 
sarily is the chief market. In that con- 
nection, Prime Minister David Ben-Gurion 
now is visiting this country and will arrive 
at Knoxville, Tenn., tonight to inspect the 
TVA, which will serve as the model for 
similar development of the valley of the 
River Jordan. Water is Israel’s chief prob- 
lem but once the problem is solved the 
highly fertile soil of the country will be- 
come highly productive. 


Pastures Alone Don’t Make Fine Cattle 


Georgia’s livestock industry continues 
to make amazingly rapid strides, as evi- 
denced by the breeding stock sales which 


are being held throughout the state. These 
sales would ‘have been unheard of a dec- 
ade ago, but along with the development 
of pastures, Georgians have come to real- 
ize that there is profit in better animals. 


Fine strains of dairy and beef animals 
have been introduced into the state within 
the past several years from the principal 
livestock producing areas of the nation. 
In small numbers at first, this trend has 
been accelerated in the past year as more 
and more farmers have moved to take 
advantage of the opportunities afforded in 
livestock production in Georgia. 

Dairy animals are moving in from low a, 
Wisconsin, Maryland and other dairy/cen- 
ters. Beef animals from the Plains area, 


highly developed strains of Herefords from 
leading producers in the nation, are being 
placed in Georgia pastures. 

Sons and daughters of these animals are 
being used to stock other farms, and the 
native scrub lines are gradually being dis- 
placed. Farmers are becoming more and 
more aware of the value of pedigrees, and 
proudly keep records of blood lines of indi- 
vidual animals. The net result is more 
money in the bank, more improvements 
of the land, more home produced dairy 
and beef products for Georgia’s growing 
needs. 

Georgians have learned that fine pas- 
tures do not necessarily mean fine animals. 
They have learned that the finer the pedi- 
gree, the greater the profit in utilizing the 
products of these pastures. It is a healthy 
trend, one that means greater prosperity 
for Georgia’s agricultural population. 


Another Test for the United Nations 


Before the Communist invasion of 
South Korea last June, the United Nations 
was in the doldrums. Though it had been 
able to settle some minor disputes, little or 
no progress has been made in resolving the 
issues dividing the West and East which 
threatened the general peace. Enthusiasm 
for the organization had dwindled and 
world feeling was that it did not amount 
to much. 

To a large degree, this skepticism was 
changed radically when the UN, at the 
request of this country, went to the assist- 
ance of South Korea. Here was a dramatic 
example of what a united free world could, 
~ and would, do to preserve the peace. UN 
stock soared. Hope replaced despair... The 
organization had met the most stern test 
of its existence. 

Though it is long past due, the UN now 
is faced with a decision equally as critical 
Communist China as an aggressor, are 
being asked to effect an embargo on arms 
and other vital materials against Peiping. 

It is almost inconceivable that any 
member of the UN who voted to brand 


Communist China an aggressor should 
have to be asked to refrain from shipping 
strategic materials to the enemy. A great 
many of these countries have men fight- 
ing with UN armies in Korea. 

But the United States proposal for an 
embargo on military materiel got what 
the news dispatches described as a “chilly 
reception” by the 12-member Additional 
Measures Committee on Thursday. Only 
three members—Brazil, the Philippines 
and Turkey—approved the plan at once. 
Britain, one of the worst offenders in trad- 
ing with Communist China, was strongly 
against it. 

In the past the UN has gained strength 
and prestige only’ by unequivocal firm- 
ness. Aggressors watch eagerly for signs 
of weakness and foot-dragging and take 
them as a signal to proceed. 

Half-measures and halfhearted support 
of actions against aggressors are not enough 
if the UN is nét again to lapse into im- 
potence. The tragedy of that would be to 
deprive the world of its greatest hope for 


peace.

Still Up to 
All the Old Tricks 


WASHINGTON—Lest we may have lost sight 
of some of the things the Russians have been 
saying recently, it is interesting to review them 

here. That is said on the assumption that the national hullabaloo 
raised over the MacArthur affair may have caused us to miss 
some of the latest emanations from Moscow. 

What they are saying shows that the Kremlin is still playing 
the same old gamé@ of fraud, deceit and deception. Outright lying 
is a better name for most of it. We are so accustomed to the 
fraudulent propaganda. methods of Moscow that we have become 
hardened to it. Nothing the Russians say impresses us any more. 
But some of their outpourings are enough to shock the moral 
consciousness of a Hottentot. 

Take the line they were putting out on the President’s dis- 
missal of General MacArthur, for example. Pravda, the Moscow 
newspaper which dares not print anything without the consent of 
the Kremlin, has been saying that the reason the Far Eastern 
commander was relieved was that he Was unable to accomplish 
the invasion of China. 

The very opposite was true, of course. MacArthur wanted to 
do things which the President and the Joint Chiefs of Staff were 
afraid would broaden the scope of the Korean War to force us 
into an all-out war against Communist China. 

‘Inclorious Collapse’ “Precisely owing to his inability 

& to effect these aggressive plans, 
the ill-starred MacArthur was removed from his post,” Pravda 
said. “His inability to cope with, the situation in Korea is the 
reason for the inglorious collapse of MacArthur’s career.” 

The editorial went on to say that the President was trying to 
shift to General MacArthur the responsibility for American fail- 
ures in Korea. Note the way they would have their people be- 
lieve we have met the failure in Korea. If failure means wiping 
out the North Korean forces and inflicting enormous damage on 
the Red Chinese interventionists, then we have failed, perhaps. 

Pravda speaks of the “collapse” of our military adventure in 
Korea. After all the beating they have taken at the hands of 
our forces the Chinese and the North Korean Communists prob- 
ably have a different name for it. 

While all of this was pouring out of Moscow 

Paris Insults the Russian Andrei Gromyko was putting on 
a performancé at the Paris meeting of the foreign ministers’ depu- 
ties that resembled a madman. He stooped to such invective as 
to characterize Winston Churchill, the former British prime min- 
ister, as a “cannibal.” His insults hurled at Russia’s former allies 
were enough to cause the conference chairman, Alexandre Parodi, 
of France, to call him to order for sinking “to a low level beyond 
the bounds of decency.” 

He had the gall to say to us that if we did not get out of 
Korea there would not be enough ground in the country to ac- 
commodate the white crosses marking the burial of our men lost 
there. He must have been thinking of the terrific losses we have 
inflicted on Russian satellite forces. 

é eB ° But the meanest and most insid- 
Imperialist Weap on ious attack of all came the other 
day from the Soviet magazine Voprosy Ekonomikii, meaning 
questions of economics. It charged that the entire United States 
lend-lease program of World War II, by which we sought to aid 
the Russians and other nations fighting for their lives against the 
Axis, was simply a device against our wartime allies and a 
“weapon of imperialism.” 

The magazine belittled the idea that United States lend-lease 
supplies played any appreciable role in the Soviet war effort, 
saying rather that it was a disguise under which the Americans 
tried to send spies into Russia. Also it said the Americans “won 
only a few second-rate victories in North Africa, the Pacific Ocean 
and Western Europe.” 

That is the appreciation we get for sending them nearly 11 
billion dollars’ worth of vitally needed military supplies when the 
Germans were on their necks—an account, incidentally, which 
they have refused to settle, although we have offered to wipe it 
out for about eight cents on the dollar.

He types his own columns, using the touch sys- 
tem. His newsstand makes him self-supporting. 
His bachelor apartment is a hang-out for sports 
lovers who sit around with Jim to “Monday 
morning quarterback.” Among his buddies is 
Chief Bender, manager of the Albany pro base- 
ball team.

THE BLOOM on the chinaberry trees, “bring- 
ing promise of a bountiful crop of berries,” has 
taken John Crouch, editor emeritus of the Albany 
weekly, back to the days when “chinaberries 
furnished the ammunition for every youthful 
owner of a popgun.” And then John tells how 
he and the other boys made those popguns, just 
as we did on the banks of the Wabash. 


The Crouch technique follows: “We made 
popguns out of elder joints. The joints are hol- 
low, after the pitch has been removed. Only 
those long, straight joints were used for pop- 
guns. The hard part lay in making the staff, 


or the part that fit into the elder joint to propel 


a chinaberry with force. 

“In my day every town had a blacksmith and 
it was easy to obtain a buggy spoke, generally 
made of tough oak. A lad with a 15-cent IXL 
knife could whittle out a decent staff in a couple 
of days, but it was hard going. Why more of us 
didn’t go to some lathe and have the thing made 


there I don’t know, but we didn’t. Maybe it was 
the personal pride each took in his craftsman- 
ship—to perfect a staff better than that of his 
companions. 

“On with the making of the staff. After & 
has been whittled sufficiently to fit the hollow 
elder, the next thing to do was make a ‘mop’ 
for it. That meant that the part first entering 
the elder must be flattened down so as to pro- 
vide little room for air space inside the ‘firing 
chamber.’ After this was done—generally by 
beating the end of the staff against a flat rock 
for almost a half day—you were ready to test 
out your popgun. With chinaberries as ‘bullets.’ 


“Now, if I recall correctly, you take the first 
berry and beat it into the opening of the elder 
and force it nearly all the way through. Then you 
insert another chinaberry and you're ready to 
fire. The harder you ‘pump’ the staff into the 
elder the harder your ‘shot’ and I have had ‘em 
sting me plenty hard on my tight breeches.” 

The Crouch recollection may bring back pain-. 
ful memories to other old-timers. The retired 
Albany editor concludes with the observation 
that the accessibility of dime store gadgets means 
that modern youth goes in but little for home- 
made toys.

A Matter or Serious Business 


WASHINGTON—From the chain of events that started several weeks ago when 
Rep. Joe Martin (Mass.) sent off his letter to Gen. Douglas MacArthur in Tokyo, 
and the general replied in a letter that the Congressman published, it was inevitable 
that he would see exactly the sharp division politically that existed when the 
general began his testimorry before the combined Senate armed services-foreign 


relations committees. 


Joe Martin, House Republican leader, had reached over the 


head of the President of the United States to solicit partisan support from a popular field com- 


mander. 


The field commander, General MacArthur, departed from channels to reply and state 


views in conflict with policy prescribed by the President, commander in chief of the armed forces. 


As we know, it was that act, one of a series, 
itself made more flagrant by its strictly political 
outlet, that finally exhausted President Truman’s 
patience and brought the general’s removal. 


But, likewise, it also was noticed that a 
segment of the Republican Party very pow- 
erful in Congress thereby had adopted the 
general as its ward, formally and publicly, 
as pointed out here in a dispatch a few hours 
before the general’s dismissal. 


That partisan attachment—with the general’s 
consent—which was exploited on the wave of his 
tumultuous welcome home in the role of mar- 
tyred hero, had exactly the effect that might have 
been expected. It rallied the Democratic Party 
in Congress behind the President in a solidarity 
not possible hitherto since Harry Truman stepped 
into the White House on the death of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt.

JAMES RESTON | 
UN Strategy in Korea 
Altered by Conditions 


New York Times News Service, Special to The Atlanta Censtitution 

WASHINGTON, May 6—General of the Army MacArthur has 
made much of the point that on Jan. 12, his strategy for Korea 
was, as he said, “practically identical” with that proposed by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. In order to evaluate that, however, it is 
necessary to recall what the military situation was when the Joint 
Chiefs were preparing their recommendations. 

The Jan. 12 paper of the Joint Chiefs, Administration officials 
here explain, was based on studies made at the very lowest ebb 
of the United Nations military effort in Korea. It was prepared 
right after the conversation between President Truman and Prime 
Minister Clement Attlee of Britain at the White Houge. 


OPPOSED SURRENDER 

‘It was at that time that Secretary of State Acheson laid down 
two principles on behalf of the U. S. Government: No voluntary 
withdrawal, and no surrender. Even if we were forced out, we 
should be able, by naval, air, and economic blockade, to make Red 
China pay for its aggression, At that time, he even went beyond 
anything Gen. MacArthur has yet proposed by suggesting that, 
through air power, we could make the government of China by 
the Reds extremely difficult through harassing raids on their 
transportation system. 

The British went along with the principle of fighting in Korea 
until we were forced out, but demurred at carrying on the war 
from Japan against China. They thought this would be ineffec- 
tive and that it would inevitably lead us into an all-out war in 
Asia and jeopardize the defense of the European continent. 


WITH THIS OPPOSITION by the British in mind, but also 
with the intention of making the aggressor pay, even if we were 
forced out or cornered at Pusan and Inchon, the Joint Chiefs pre- 
pared the paper of Jan. 12, on which Gen, MacArthur based so 
much of his case. 

In the first place, it should probably be noted that the Joint 
Chiefs’ recommendation was not “practically identical” with the 
policy outlined by Gen. MacArthur. He testified last week that he 
wanted an “ifltimatum” to the Peiping regime all along: An ulti- 
matum to arrange an honorable cease fire, or we would bomb 
them in Manchuria, among other things. 

The Joint Chiefs had been in on the meetings at the White 
House. They knew that the British were unalterably opposed to 
an effective blockade of China, let alone an ultimatum. Moreover, 
the Joint Chiefs were thinking, not in terms of an effective 
counterattack that would be able to punish Red China more effec- 
tively than any other phase of the war. They were thinking of 
how we could save the command to fight and harass the enemy 
if we were cornered or driven out. 


THUS, THE FIRST WEAKNESS in this part of the MacArthur 
thesis, is that he based his partial support from the Joint Chiefs 
on a seriés of recommendations prepared under different military 
circumstances, and the second weakness is that, even if the rec- 
ommendations of the Joint Chiefs right now were “practically 
identical” with his own, this would scarcely establish the point 
that the administration was wrong in rejecting their advice. 

The Joint Chiefs are only one set of advisers to the President. 
He cannot make decisions in a complicated world-wide, coalition 
war on the basis of military considerations alone, and nobody has 
been clearer about this in the past than Gen. MacArthur himself. 

“The national strategy of any war,” he wrote when he was 
Chief of Staff, “... (involves) decisions that must be made by the 
head of state, acting in conformity with the expressed will of the 
government. 

“No single departmental head, no matter what his particular 
function or title, could or should be responsible for the formula- 
tion of such decisions.” 

The weakness of the Administration’s case, on the other hand, 
is that it is upholding its present strategy in Korea, partly at least 
in order to win the support of its Allies, without really getting 
effective support from those Allies. 

THE BRITISH, THE FRENCH, the Canadians, and all the rest 
of the anti-Communist coalition have been unalterably and unani- 
mously opposed to the MacArthur strategy, without really being 
willing to do as much as they could to support the Administra- 
tion’s strategy. 

Even when all their other commitments in the anti-Communist 
struggle are carefully weighed, they still concede privately that 
they could do more than they are doing, and in the last analysis,

Editor's Note: 


The John Gunther book, “The Riddle of MacArthur,” 


which was written be- 


fore General MacArthur was relieved from duty by Mr. Truman, provides an interesting reflection 


on the General in view of recent developments. 


In September, 1945, immediately after the surrender, people thought that MacArth ir would sum- 
mon the Emperor to him, lay down the law to Hirohito and put him in his place. MacArthur did 


nothing of the kind. He was much more subtle. 


He knew that, sooner or later, the Emperor was 


bound to come to him of his own volition, because, as he himself told us, Hirohito would be too 


curious about this new power to stay away. 


Also, a gentleman with high regard for good blood 


and breeding, MacArthur did not want to humilitate Hirohito wantonly in the hour of his defeat. 


Finally, he thought that if he took too severe a 
line against him or behaved rudely, this might 
serve to martyrize him in the eyes of his pros- 
trate people. ‘ 

In any case the general took no initiative 
whatever. Presently an emissary came to him, 
asking if the Emperor might call. MacArthur 
was delighted. No one else was present at the 
interview except an interpreter, and there was 
no excessive fanfare or publicity. The Supreme 
Commander did not, of course, return the call, 
nor has he ever done so, because to have made 
a return call would have led the Japanese to 
think that the Emperor had equal authority with 
his own, 


Hirohito himself, to save face, gives it as 
his opinion now that MacArthur “met him 
half way” at their first meeting. This is 
a considerable exaggeration, unless he means 
merely to imply that the general was equally 
courteous, and equally eager te make the 
interview a success. 


At their first talk the Emperor said that he 
deplored the war and had sought to stop it. 
MacArthur then turned on him with a fixed eye 
and asked him, if that were true, why he had 
not been able to make his desire effective. 
Hirohito responded, in effect, “My people like 
me very much. Since they do like me very 
much, they would simply have locked me up in 
a lunatic asylum until the war was over, if I 
had made any protest about the war or worked 
for peace. If I had done so and they had not 
liked me very much, they would have cut my 
throat.” 

MacArthur’s relations with Hirohito are cor- 
dial in the extreme these days; he treats the 
young man like a son. They never meet socially, 
and there is no contact between fheir families, 
but the Emperor calls alone at the Embassy 
twice a year. 

Life for the imperial family in Japan is not 
all that it used to be. 

Forty-nine-year-old Hirohito, the 124th Em- 
peror of Japan in an unbroken succession that 
goes back 2,611 years, was at one time—before 
the surrender—by all odds the richest man in 
Japan, and one of the richest in the world. In 
a sense, he owned Japan. Now it would be an 
exaggeration to say that, today, Hirohito and his 
family are poor as church mice. 

Just as he was cut down financially, so has 
Hirohito been cut down politically. Like every- 
body else in Japan, Hirohito is subject to the 
authority of SCAP. This was made perfectly 
clear in the first directives to MacArthur, and 
it was formally written into the new constitu- 
tion that the Emperor is merely the “symbol” 
of the state, “deriving his position from the sov- 
ereign rule of the people.” As I heard Mac- 
Arthur himself put it informally, “The Emperor’s 
function is about that of the Stars and Stripes 
in the United States, or the Union Jack in Eng- 
land.” 

Finally, the most important, the Emperor has 
been cut down from the religious point of view. 
An amazed nation, on Jan. 1, 1946, read an impe- 
rial rescript by Hirohito himself not merely an- 
nouncing that he was not divine, but in effect 


stating that he never had been divine, and de- - 


nouncing the myth of his own divinity. The text 


was, of course, prepared by SCAP, though peo- 
ple nowadays like to say that it eame on the 
Emperor’s initiative. 


In the beginning strong sentiment existed in 
the United States—and elsewhere—for trying 
Hirohito as a war criminal. From several points 
of view he was just as much a criminal! as other 
Japanese were who were tried—perhaps more 50. 
The Russians were particularly intent on hang- 
ing him, and still are. MacArthur told us that 
he had hoped that Hirohito would not be tried, 
but was not sure what the final decision would 
be; the decision was not his, but that of the 
Joint Chiefs in Washington. 


Politically, it would seem today, the deci- 
sion not to put the Emperor in the dock was 
wise. That we spared, Hirchite helped, 
among other things, to make SCAP popular 
and workable in the early days. 


Today the process whereby Hirohito has 
become “constitutionalized” continues steadily. 
He opens festivals, visits coal mines, goes to 
baseball games afid similarly shows himself more 
and more to the people, on the model of a Brit- 
ish mhonarch. SCAP denies that it brings influ- 
ence to bear on the Emperor in such directions. 
“We don’t mix up in that kind of thing at all,” 
I heard one high official say. But of course the 
original hint that he should popularize himself 
must have come from MacArthur. 


Let nobody minimize the importance of Hiro- 
hito today. He has been bereft of his “divinity” 
but he is still a personage of great consequence 
in the life of the nation, temporal and spiritual. 
Part of the credit for the success of the occupa- 
tion certainly belongs to the Japanese them- 
selves, and one reason why they co-operated 
so willingly was that Hirohito told them to do so. 
Negatively, the Emperor could have been a for- 
midable nuisance and difficulty if he had taken 
a different course; suppose he had simply passed 
the word along, “Don’t be nice to the Americans.” 
Particularly since the Korean War, the United 
States has had very few troops in Japan.

LIPSTICK SHELLAC: And if 
you are keeping up with fash- 
ion, you'll know that the 
“veiled look” is tops in hats this 
Summer. But what a messy bus- 
iness when fresh lipstick and 
veils get cozy ... results: Often 
a veil with a pink mouth, and 
smeared lipstick. Here’s the an- 
swer ...a clear, colorless lip- 
stick shellac to be applied over 
freshly-painted lips. They say 
it will keep your makeup fresh 


as a daisy, regardless of any ‘ 


brush with a veil. 

Furthermore, speaking of cos- 
metics, just which shade of 
makeup is right for your com- 
plexion and coloring? Available 
soon at cosmetic counters, will 
be a neat little plastic compact 
with samples of five different 
shades of makeup, so you can 
try all. five shades to see which 
is most becoming, and buy ac- 
cordingly. 

AVOID PAPER YARN: Find 
out before buying whether that 
pretty little “cotton” rug is 
made of paper yarn. Cotton 
rugs containing paper yarn, 
sometimes sold as “washable,” 
but should be kept strictly 
away from water. The Ameri- 
can Institute of Laundering, 
research and educational cen- 
ter for the laundry and textile 
industry, says weakening of pa- 
per yarns occurs in the launder- 
ing process. 

Paper yarn, as the name sug- 
gests, are really just pieces of 
paper tightly rolled. Such yarns 
are 70% weaker when wet. de- 
void of so much strength they 
will soften and deteriorate in 
water. Ask the clerk how much 
fibre content is in the rug (that 
is, whether it is all-cotton con- 
struction or cotton and paper 
yarns). Rugs made up entirely 
of cotton yarns will take to wa- 
ter well; those containing part 
paper yarns won’t. 

Still on the subject of rugs, 
cleaning your living room rug 
is no small task. A few hints on 
the subject may prove helpful. 
... 1. Most ink, if fresh, can be 
washed out easily with milk, 
preferably sour milk. 2. Paint 
remover from the hardware 
store will take out any paint 
with an oil base. 3. Any. greasy 
substance, from cheese to sew- 
ing machine oil, is solvent in 
cleaning fluid or warm soap 
suds.

Only follow a few 
pointers here and there and watch linen improve with the years. 


Before laundering, examine 
your linens for stubborn stains. 


' Use special treatment to remove 


these stains. Then launder in 
heavy suds made from a pure 
white soap. They may be 
boiled . . . in fact, boiling main- 
tains their whiteness. Rinse in 
at least two waters and then, 
once more in water where blu- 
ing has been dissolved and thor- 
oughly mixed. 

Laundering is really a beauty 
treatment for linen. Damask 
tablecloths grow more lustrous, 
linen towels become more ab- 
sorbent, and all linens react to 
laundering with crisper texture 
and body. 

Linens should be ironed while 
damp with a moderately hot 
iron. Take extreme care to 
avoid scorching—linen scorches 
easily. To preserve luster, iron 
on wrong side partly dry; then 
further polish the right side un- 
til thoroughly dry .. . the love- 
liness of damask especially is 
enhanced by ironing on th 
sides. 

Iron napkins flat and fold 
with the fingers. Iron from sel- 
vage to selvage on linen. 

As folds and creases may in 
time cause breaks in the cloth, 
fold tablecloths once length- 
wise, then roll on a cylinder as 
shown in the photograph. From 
time to time vary the. fold line 
to avoid weakening the threads. 
Never store linens in cedar- 
lined drawers, chests or closets 
as oil fumes tend to yellow 
white linen. 

One might think that house- 
hold linens laundered week aft- 
er week must weaken under 
such strain. This is not the 
case. Feal linen is the strongest 
of all textile fibers ... it takes to 
is made, is the strongest of all 
water like a duck.

Linen Stains 


Kasy to Shed 


Stains on linens are like dirty 
faces on party-clad children. 
And just as unnecessary. 

Butter, gravy, oil and lipstick 
usually come out in warm soapy 
water if special attention is 
given to the stained area. Fruit 
juice, tea and coffee are best 
removed by stretching the linen 
taut and pouring boiling water 
from a height sufficient to hit 
the fabric with force. 

Candle war should first be 
scraped off. Then, with clean 
blotters both under and over the 
spot pressed with a hotiron. If 
some still remains, carbon tetra- 
chloride will do the trick. 

If bloodstains are fresh, soak 
in several cold, clear waters. 
If set, apply ammonia and 
peroxide on white, but not on 
colored, linens. 

Colored linen may be soaked 
for half an hour in a solution of 
two tablespoons of peroxide in 
a gallon of soapy water. Same 
procedure applies to grass stains. 

Rust stains, more frequent 
than one might think, are often 
caused by bluing containing 
iron. These can be removed by 
using acetic acid, or vinegar, 
salt and lemon, or commercial 
salts of lemon. To avoid rust 
stains in the first place, choose 
a bluing made from aniline dye.
